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Surgical instrument - with Hmiter of rotation of knife in relation to 
body

The surgical instrument has a tubular knife mobile in a cylindrical 
body and a Hmiter (3) of the rotation of the knife in relation to the 
body. There is a longitudinal slit in the working end of the knife* In 
the end of the body there are two diametrally opposite slits (5), The 
body also has another longitudinal slit The limiter (3) consists of a 
washer (7) attached to the body and a pin (8) attached to the handle (9) 
of the knife. 

The ends of the thread to be cut are taken through the slits in the 
knife and the body and the instrument lowered down the threads as 
on guides as far as it will go. The ends of the thread are tautened and 
the knife is turned by handle (9) to an angle limiter by limiter (3), and 
,as it turns it cuts the thread which is withdrawn, together with the 
instrument 

USE - This surgical instrument makes it p ossible to cut through 
the threads 01 a suture in the deep layers of wounds.
